WASHINGTON, Jan. °6.—Harry 
Sinclair can afford to laugh at the 
United States Supreme Court for 
eanceling his lease on Teapot 
Dome. He made at least $3,000,000, 
and probably a great deal more, 
eut of the lease, without sinking 
a drill or pumping a drop of oil. 
The lease itself—the mere piece of 
paper which he got from the then 
Secretary of the Interior Albert B. 
Fall—was worth that much te him, 
it was disclosed yesterday before 
the Senate Public Lands Commit- 
tee. 

In view of this circumstance, the 
sum of $463,000 in bonds and cash 
which Fall is known to have re- 
eeived from Sinclair did not seem 
so large, after all. It may explain 
why Fall did not scruple to dig 
into his friend Harry for an addi- 
tional $10,000 or $25,000 at inter- | 
vals of a few months afterward.

After getting the lease hard- | 
boiled Harry did not wait to coed 
out how much oll there was in the 
Naval Reserve. He knew a better | 
trick than that, one which could | 
not lose. He simply issued and sold | 
huge blocks of stock of the com- | 
pany which had obtained the lease, 
and bought Liberty Bonds with the | 
proceeds. He socked these away in |

sage likely will be,deferred a week 
under the usual course of legisla- 
tion. 

A previous milk ordinance, re- 
quiring pasteurization of all milk 
sold in the city, was held uncon- 
by the Supreme Court 
of Missouri. The new one attains 
the same object of combating dis- 
ease through a requirement that 
milk sold here must come from 
tuberculin-tested and approved 
cows. General sanitary conditions 
of farms and dairies also are cov- 
ered. Approved milk producers 
will have certificates. 

The committee held an executive 
session with Health Commissioner 
Starkloff, after which the Com- 
missioner announced the favorable 
report with the concurrence of the 
Aldermen. One amendment was 


|made to extend the period of ex- 


empting pasteurized milk from the 
frem one year to two, after 
whitch it also must come from 
tuberculin-tested cattle. This re- 
quirement will be made as to raw 
milk immediately the ordinance is 
effective. 

Commissioner Starkloff thought 
the amendment was not unreason- 
able, especially since about 10,000 
milk farms are affected and it will 
take about two years to check them 
all with the existing force of eight 
milk inspectors, which is not to 
be enlarged.

000. 

Relief expenditures, the report 
adds, tetal $895,496.52, or $3,- 
531.02 more than was contributed 
by the public. 

Disaster relief work of the 
Louis Chapter officially closed Jan. 
14, three and one-half months 
after the tornado. ‘In this,’’ the 
report says, ‘“‘a record for speed 
seems to have been established 
where major disasters have been 
involved.’’ 

The report gives a detailed ac- 
count of the relief work, from the 
time emergency measures were 
undertaken a few hours after the 
disaster through the rehabiltation 
phase when awards were made 
for permanent relief. 

Help Given 22,000 Persons. 


“Of the 8595 families registered | &4n, an 


as having suffered from the 
disaster,””’ the report says, 5534 
families received help from the 
Red Cross ,or about 22,000 persons. 
Of these 3613 families received 
awards for rehabilitation pur- 
poses.”’ 

In the emergency phase, approxt- 
mately 2500 families were § fed 
daily for 18 days from temporary 
canteens, 
given to 1509 persons injured. in 
the tornado. Hospital care was 
provided for 352 injured. Four 
of the injured remain in hospitals. 

Seventy-six persons were killed 
or died of injuries suffered in the 
tornado. Where families were un- 
able to bear the funeral expense, 
the Red Cross came to their aid.

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HEBER NATIONS ON 
STAND ASSERT HE 
TRAPPED BREWER 


Deal With Griesedieck 
Brothers Was Made to 
Aid His Brother, He Tes- 
tifies at Trial. 


Testifying in his own defense on 
a charge of conspiracy to “protect” 


the Griesedieck Brewery in 
Heber 
Nations, former State Labor Com- 
missioner, today declared all his ef- 
forts in the brewery case were di- 
rected toward helping his brother, 


tion enforcement agent, to trap the 
Griesediecks in the transportation 
of alcoholic beer. 

Nations’ testimony, given before 
Federal Judge Davis, followed the 
Same lines as his statement in his 
first trial before Judge Faris in 
1925. At that time he was con- 
victed, and sentenced to serve 18 
months in the penitentiary and pay 
a fine of $3333. The case was re- 
versed by the Appellate Court be- 
cause Judge Faris refused to dis- 
qualify himself. 


Briefly, Nations said that in the 
several months preceding the raid 
on the Griesedieck plant on Feb. 
21, 1924, which led to the dete 
tion of the brewery, he had ste 
eager to help out Gus Nations in 
what he termed the difficult’ task 
of apprehending the brewery at its 
illegal work. 

Tried to Obtain Facts, 

As State Labor Commissioner, 
Nations frequently visited St. Louis 
and finally, he testified, arranged 
with L. J. Gualdoni, then a pro- 
hibition agent, to introduce State 
Food and Drug Commissioner 
Prather to Raymond Griesedieck, 
so that Prather could keep Nations 
informed on the brewery’s opera- 
tions. 

From other sources, however, 
Nations testified, he learned when 
the brewery was to make beer and 
notified Gus Nations in time to 
make the raid. He declared that 
Prather had confesged .that he 
hadn’t wanted the brewery raided 
and had expressed the fear he 
would be prosecuted. 

Previously, Prather had testified 
for the Government that he and 
Heber Nations worked together to 
collect ‘‘protection” money from 
the Griesedieck Brewery, immunity 
being promised out of Heber’s as- 
surance that he was close to Gus 
and could divert him from raiding 
the place. 

Former Federal prohibition 
agents who were subordinates of 
Gus Nations also testified in He- 
ber’s defense, supporting his con- 
tention that he was trying to 
“catch” rather than to “protect’’ 
the brewery. 

The defense rested shortly after

the noon recess having taken less 
than fgur hours for the presenta- 
tion of its case. 

L. F. De Hart, prohibition direc- 
tor at the time of the Griesedieck 
raid, as a Government rebuttal wit- 
ness, told of Gus’ Nations’ unan- 
nounced departure from Kansas 
City on the night before the raid. 
Nations had on that afternoon, Feb. 
20, promised that he would be in 
Kansas City on the following day 
for a continuation of a hearing on 
revocation of a liquor permit. 

William Duckett, a prohibition 
agent, told of getting a telephone 
message at Kansas City on the aft- 
ernoon of Feb. 20, directing him 
to go to St. Louis at once for the 
Griesedieck raid. He said he re- 
peated the “St. Louis,”. “Griese- 
dieck” and “brewery” as he re- 
stated the order over the telephone. 

“IT took the call in De Hart's of- 
fice and Gus Nations was standing 
nearby,” he said. “He couldn't 
haye helped but hear the conver- 
sation.”’ 

Duckett had not testified at the 
previous Nations trial. On the wit- 
ness stand yesterday Gus Nations 
was asked if he had heard the tele- 
phone conversation. He denied that 
he had. 

The final rebuttal witness was 
Prather,®who denied Heber Na- 
tions’ account of their dealings 
with respect to the Griesedieck 
Brewery. As Prather left the 
stand the Government rested. 

Judge Davis adjourned court aft- 
er announcing that an hour and 
45 minutes would beallowed each 
side tomorrow, beginning at 9:29, 
to argue the case, which probably 
will go to che Sai during the aft- 
ernoon.

Filling Station—Jury Out 
an Hour. 


One of the infrequent cases in 
which a jury has heeded the pro- 
vision of the habitual criminal law 
by giving a maximum punishment 
to a criminal repeater resulted yes- 
terday in a life sentence for rob- 
bery for Henry Sehm, 27 years old, 
of 4180 Concordia avenuc. | 

The Missouri Association for 
Criminal Justice and others con- 
sidering remedies for crime have 
pointed to enforcement of the 
habitual criminal statute as an im- 
portant aid in deterring wrong- 
doers. 

Where a person with a record of 
conviction of one or more previ- 
ous felonies is tried for a new 
felony, it is mandatory in Missouri 
for the Court to instruct the jury 
that its verdict must be either ac- 
quittal or imposition of the max- 
imum sentence for the charge in- 
volved. The maximum sentence 
for robbery is life ® imprisonment. 
Juries frequently disregard this in- 
struction and fail to impose the 
maximum penalty, in which event 
the Court cannot interfere. 

Sohm was convicted by a fury 
in the Court of Circuit Judge Ross- 
kopf, who gave the mandatory in- 
struction and had the satisfaction 
of having jf heeded by the jury. 
Counsel for Sohm admitted that 
he had pleaded guilty of robbery 
in 1924 and served three years of 
a five-year penitentiary sentence. 

This time Sohm was charged 
with holding up Bernard Avis of 
436 Wilmington road, at a filing 
station of which he was manager 
at Gravois avenue and Chippewa 
street on Sept. 24, and taking $60 
from the safe. Avis was the onty 
important witness for the State. 
He said Sohm bought a galion of 
gasoline, explaining that his car 
was stalled some distance away, 
and later returned with another 
man and committed the robbery. 
Avis went to Police Headquarters 
in an effort to identify suspec’s 
and on the way honié saw Sohm 
in an automobile and caused his 
arrest. The other man has not been 
caught. 

An alibi was the defense. Sohm, 
his mother, a brother and a neigh- 
bor testified that he was at home 
attending a birthday party in his 
honor at the time of the crime. The 
jury deliberated for. an hour,

'COAL AND IRON POLICE ADD 
TO STRIFE AND TURMOIL IN | 
PENNSYLVANIA MINE STRIKE

PITTSBURG, Jan. 26—When 
the Congressional Committee on 
the Bituminous Coal Strike, pro- 
vided for in the resolution of Sen- 
ator Hiram W. Johnson (Rep.) of 
California, begins its hearings of 
the charges and counter charges of 
strikers’ violence and police brutal- 
ity, it will be led inevitably to cen- 
ter its investigation on the peculiar 
institution known as the coal and 
iron police of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The committee will find that in 
those communities controlled by 
coal companies which have relied 
upon the Pennsylvania constabu- 
lary, popularly known as the 
“State Troopers,” to protect their 
properties, there has been a mini- 
mum of friction and violence. On 
the other hand, 
where the coal companies, acting 
under the antiquated law which 
permits them to employ men at the 
company’s expense, without any 
State examination of their records 
and qualifications, and equip them 
with police uniforms, clubs and 
riot guns, there has been endless 
bitterness and brutality. 

How Two Groups Differ. 

In the one case the.State pajs 
its constabulary and holds its of- 
ficers responsible. They look to 
the public treasury for their wages 
and within reasonable limits, at 
least as far as this particular con- 
troversy is concerned, maintain a 
neutral attitude and seek merely | 
to preserve order and enforce the 
law. In the other case, the coal 
and iron police are paid by the coal | 
companies themselves and, with or 
without justification from the com- 
'pany officers, appear to believe it 
is their duty to harass the strikers 
possible. Exercising 


authority conferred on a police of- 
ficer of Philadelphia, they are ina 
position to make arrests on little | 
or no provocation and 
their clubs and riot sticks as freely 


'as they choose. 


The committee also will find, as | 
‘the writer has found, that it is 
‘impossible to sift out the facts in 
the hundreds of cases of alleged 
violence and brutality, 
by ‘affidavits and ‘depositions, 
which will be brought before it by 


_the operators and striking miners. 


The -gperators will cite numer- 
Ous cases of assaults on _ = strike- 
breakers, discoveries of bombs and 
infernal machines on 
property, explosions on the public 
highways which wrecked pay cars, 
fires alleged to 
have been set in company houses 
in the night. These charges, with 
the exception of the assault 
charges, which are not altogether 
denied by the union, will be sup- 
ported. almost exciusively by cir- 
cumstantial evidence which no 
committee will ever be able to un- 
ravel. 

Operators Accuse Union. 

The operators blame the union 
for every fire, every property de- 
struction that takés place any 
where in the strike zone. The, 
strikers reply that many of them 
have originated from natural 
causes or accidents and that it is 
not unknown for detectives and 
mine gpards to plant bombs and 
provoke acts of violence fn order 
to create a reason for their con- 
tinued employment. 


So, likewise, when the commit- 
tee begins its examination of the 
charges of police brutality made 
by the strikers, it will find them 
supported chiefly by the testimony 
of prejudiced witnesses and as ve- 
hemently denied by equally prej- 
udiced witnesses on the other side. 
It will be difficult to fix responsi- 
bility. 

The committee can, - however, 
perform a great public service if 
it wHl probe to the very bottom 
the organization, personnel, func- 
tions and activities of the Penn- 
sylvania coal and iron police. This 
Organization, which has been re- 
sponsible for a large part of the 
friction, bitterness and violence in 
every great industrial dispute in 
this State in-the last generation, 
has been more or less strongly con- 
demned by almost every investi- 
gating committee that has encoun- 
tered it, but it has never been sub- 
jected to-.a searching investiga- 
tion. . ‘ 

Some Have Criminal Records. 
It has been shown by official

Revising Our Latin - American Policy 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican 


Ham Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee will undertake to fill a large order if 
it tries to formulate a new and constructive 
policy toward the Latin-American repub- 
lics. Nothing of the sort has been done 
before for a very good reason. The Mon- 
roe doctrine was never anything but a 
presidential pronouncement; its original 
statement being in a President’s message. 
It was never formally adopted by Congress 
because it was seen to be wise not to get 
this country tied up with it in too definitg 
and rigid a way. 

Even wise Senators have always con- 
cluded that organic growth, or elasticity in 
interpretation, must be allowed for with the 
passage of time. And, as everyone knows, 
the Monroe doctrine has changed its form 
in different generations; different adminis- 
trations have adapted it to meet special 
emergencies. .We now have a whole con- 
Stellation of corollaries. 

Our Latin-Americag policy cannot 
drafted as a rigid formula by the Senate 
for another reason. The power of recog- 
nizing a new government or a new Presi- 
dent in a foreign nation is an executive 
function. When the time for action comes, 
that is to say, when critical phases develop 
in our relations with some distracted Latin- 
American state, it is found that the pivotel 
act usually turns on the recognition By the 
United States Government of some Latin.- 
American President, pretender or dictator,

. It was an act of recognition that got the 


United States Government Into the present 
Nicaraguan mess. It was a refusal] of rec- 
ognition that began President Wilson's 
troubles with Mexico in 1913. The Presi- 
dent of the United States may usually de- 
termine this country’s policy by his decision 
whom to recognize or not to recognize. A 
formula by the Senate for his guidance 
would be scarcely more than a scrap of 
paper. 

Yet there is reason to think that the 
executive policy might be revised to advan- 
tage; at least, experience from Mr. Wilson's 
refusal to recognize Gen. Huerta in Mexico 
down to Mr. Coolidge’s refusal to recognize 
Sacasa in Nicaragua has not fulfilled Mr. 
Wilson's hopes. 

The Wilsonian idea was that by refusing 
recognition of any Latin-Americam Govern- 
ment founded on revolution or force stabil- 
ity of government could be encouraged and 
revolutions discouraged. Mr. Wilson's suc- 
cessors have followed much the same pol- 
icy, yet new difficulties have arisen. We 
find ourselves taking sides in the domestic 
affairs of other countries and assuming re- 
sponsibility for their orderly government. 


Intervention of this sort makes for us as | 


many enemies as friends and the boundar- 
ies of our imperialism steadily increase. 
The Senate might contribute something 
constructive in an advisory way by an open 
debate on the simple question whether 4 
return to the old executive policy of recog- 
nizing the de facto government was not 
the best policy for us and Latin-America 
after all. It ts doubtless true, as Mr. 
Hughes has said, that the United States 
seeks no extension of territory and no new 
responsibilities; yet we seem to add to our 
responsibilities while our arfned forces find 
themselves in foreign territory more than 
ever because our executive nowadays seeks 
to separate the sheep from the goats and 
to decide who is fit to rule and to supervise 
elections all the way to the isthmus.

The chairman of the American delega- 
tion to the Pan-American conference has 
now swept away those objections, In a 
direct speech devoid of legalism he has 
made the best defense of our invasion of 
Latin-American rights that can be made. 
He pictures the entry of our armed forces 
into Latin-American territory as compelled 
.by circumstances. We withdrew our ma- 
tines from Santo. Domingo just as soon as 
possible. We would withdraw them from 
Haiti tomorrow if wo felt that order would 
remain. We are in Nicaragua not to seize 
territory but to supervise a free expression 
of the people's will. 

In Charlies Evana Hughes the adminis- 
tration has found that able exponent of our 
foreign policy whose ‘nee from Wash- 
ington has cost us heavily in recent 
years.
